The annual meeting of the school district was held March 
13th, 1920, and the following officers were elected: 

Harry G. Atwood, moderator; Bert P. Doe, clerk; James 
E. Fowler, treasurer; Eugene C. Patridge, auditor. Alice 
J. Patridge was elected a member of the School Board for 
three years. 

The School Board met and organized, as follows: J. 
Lewis Coe, chairman and committee on repairs ; Christopher 
A. Pollard, committee on fuel; Alice J. Patridge, clerk. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Newfields, N. H. 


It gives me pleasure to submit to you my second report as 
superintendent of the Newfields schools, for the condition 
of the building, the progress of the pupils in work and the 
general spirit of progressiveness are very satisfactory. Last 
year in my report I said that the ideal of the school was to 
teach and practice good citizenship. This year I feel that I 
am justified in commending both the quality of citizenship 
taught and the efficient methods of teaching it. 

To our great regret, both Miss Dixon and Miss Butter- 
field resigned in June 1920, at the end of the school year, 
the former to accept a school nearer her own home and at 
an increase of salary, the latter because she had decided to 
do only junior high school teaching. Both were much loved 
_ by parents and pupils alike, and were most effective and 
capable in their profession. They left an indelible good im- 
pression of their character and personality on their pupils. 
Miss Regan and Miss Burleigh, who now succeed our 
former staff, have already demonstrated the same ability to 
influence pupils. Both are active in the discharge of their 
duties and they bring to the school and town valuable ex- 
perience and training from other school systems. Our 
schools have steadily improved in all ways during the 
present school year. 

A real effort has been exerted this year to make effective 
the health inspection of our schools. Results are already 
appearing where none were obtained last year. I urge all 
parents who have been notified of physical defects in their 
children to cooperate with the school authorities in trying 
to eliminate bad health from the schools, It is a satisfaction 
to note that more and more parents are coming to see how 
‘important it is that their children have clean bodies and a 
well balanced diet. 

The school house is in a good state of repair and is well 
cared for. With an added touch of paint or varnish here 
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and there, it will present a wholly attractive appearance. 
The grounds have been greatly improved by the removal of 
the dilapidated fence in the rear of the house. I am sure 
that such care of suurroundings is not without good effect 
on the schools. 

I congratulate the school district on the establishment of 
an energetic Parent-Teachers’ Association. The schools 
and teachers show plain evidence of the good work of this 
Association. In a vilage of the size of Newfields, the school 
is by rights a factor of large influence in the community life. 
The conduct of the pupils on the street and at public gather- 
ings, as well as at home, varies to a great extent with the 
way the school is administered. For this reason, complete 
cooperation of teachers and parents is greatly to be desired. 
Parents prefer to receive complaints in the form of a full 
discussion of difficulties, and teachers are far more eager to 
talk to parents about their children than they are to com- 
plain of them. Most complaints to teachers and by teachers 
are eliminated by the inauguration in a community of a 
successful Parent-Teachers’ Association. I would like to 
suggest that parents visit the school as often as possible and 
thus keep in personal touch with the condition of the 
grounds and buildings and the work being done by both 
teachers and pupils. 

The various activities and achievements of the schools for 
the year ending August 31, 1920, are summed up in the 
statistical table appended hereto. Also accompanying this 
report is a list of the pupils who have been perfect in at- 
tendance for one or more terms, together with a list of the 
teachers and the report of the school physician. 

In closing, I wish to express my thanks for the uniformly 
kind support of school board, parents and all officers of the 
district and town. |
